|ito|x>\al. This time the idea is for an entirely 
new organization, the Allied Campus Organ- 
isations. 

This new group, which is the brain baby of 
Bob Rahbage. president of the Intel fraternity 
Council, and several members of the Veterans' 
club, would be formed of two repicse ntatives— 
ilif president and one lnan-at-larjre— from ev- 
en organization on campus. Figuring from 
approximately 90 organizations (in prewar elavs 
there were 120. but a few of them haven't yet 
reactivated). the body would comprise 180 
nit iiiIkts. which in anvl>oelv'\ math is a fair- 
ly large number to work with, especially when 
it's a number of |>eople. 

The plans specify two meetings per quar- 
ter in fall, winter, and spring, and one summer 
Dueling. The organization would strive val- 
iantly to remain non -political, it would have 
no constitution, and it would lie "almost en-

The "hands-tied" SGA more- 
over has a bill in its files and in effect as cam- 
pus law which says that any organization com- 
ing on campus must lie approved by the As- 
senibly.

Association gives it authority in Art. 1. Section 
2. "to act as the KipOwMc student authority 
in relations among students and among student 
organizations: to act jointly with the Univer- 
sity staff in matters affecting common inter- 
ests. " The president of the I'niversity can veto 
hills passed l>v SGA.

The latest addition to the Uni 
versity's departmental 
tern is the new 

zoology room in the Biological Sci- 
ences building. 

Although no publicity or fanfare 
announced the opening of the new 
library in April, more than 1500 
students used its facilities during 
the month of May. according to 
Miss Margaret Tutte, departmental 
librarian. 

The purpose in organizing the 
new library was to bring all per- 
tinent material together into one 
library, and to improve the service 
and hours during which students 
may use the books. Most of the 
volumes were formerly held sep- 
arately by the bacteriology and 
zoology departments, but in the 
unification process they were sup- 
plemented with material from the 
main library. 

Frenzied students no longer will 
be faced with the task of running 
from one professor's office to an- 
other in vain search of a volume, 
but instead will have each book 
within easy reach. 

The room was formerly used by 
the company of Army engineers 
which was located on the Univer- 
sity campus during the war. How- 
ever, this room was designed for 
use as a library when the biolog- 
ical sciences building was con- 
structed. 

The new library features a 
gray tiled linoleum floor, light gray 
book stacks, maple chairs and ta- 
bles, and florescent lighting fix- 
tures, and has a seating capacity 
of 60. Windows on each side of 
the room permit cross-ventilation 
which should do much to cool the 
feverish brows of the summer stu- 
dents.

The end of the term, 'stop to 
think, it's almost here!> indicates 
that it is cramming time again. 
But is cramming the best method 
to change that E to a C or that C 
to an A? Teachers have been tell- 
ing their students for years that 
cramming is a waste of time. 

Then the student asks. "How 
shall I study? I'm a junior (or a 
senior). It s been a long time since 
they told me in orientation. I've 
never been satisfied with the way 
I prepare for exams." This is a 
far cry from many students es- 
pecially at this crucial time dur- 
ing each quarter. 

In the following paragraphs are 
some pointers which may be use- 
ful to the desperate "exam taker. ' 
These are all simple rules that the 
student will say that he knew all 
the time. But are these simple 
piinciples used? 

First, it is important to really 
focus the attention on the subject 
to be studied. This means that dis- 
tractions must be eliminated. If 
dorms are too noisy, there is al- 
ways the library. 
Daydreaming is also a form of 
chapter of I distraction. One must make up his 
purchased a m j n d that here is a thing to be 
done: then he must put the other 
things out of his mind temporarily. 

Next, one must have an interest 
in what he is doing. Usually the 
subject which is the most interest- 
ing is the one which the student 
' knows most about or has studied 
I the hardest. And remember, ev- 
) ery subject has something of in- 
terest and value or it would not 
be offered. It may be the very 
I thing that some day one will need 
I desperately. Here is the opportun- 
ity to let the curiosity reaUy go to 
work. 

One subjest should be 
trated on at a time 
realize how much time there is to 
spend on one subject and gage 
the time so as to cover a certain 
amount in a specific time. 

Good lighting and posture are 
important. 

In the actual studying, skim 
the assignment first, relate new 
material to material with which 
one is familiar At the end of cer- 
tain units, stop and try to relate 
what has been learned. 

Don't try to study at one thing 
for too long a period of time. Af- 
ter a certain length of time, de- 
pending upon the difficulty of the 
subject, one fails to learn as fast. 
Brief rests will prevent fatigue and 
boredom. 

Study with the intent to remem- 
ber. Realize that it is important 
to want to know what is being 
studied.

Botanical Gardens 
Once Were Ash Dumps 

Did you know that what we now 
claim as "our botanical garden'' 
used to be nothing but an ash piie? 
Way back when, when White Hall 
was a men's corm. the hill in back 
of the building held the dignified 
title of "ash dump.'' 

The hill got this name because 
the men used to clean the ashes 
out of their coal stoves with which 
they heated their rooms, and dump 
them at the most convenient place 
which obviously was the hill behind 
the hall. The hill remained in this 
barren condition until 1926 when 
Dr. Frank T. McFarland. then act- 
ing head of the botany depart- 
ment, obtained permission from 
President Frank L. McVey to "Do 
a little something to the hill." 

Dr. McFarland told his students 
about his idea and asked if he 
could count on them to help do the 
job. Within a week "Dr. Mac." as 
he is known by most, and several 
students gathered shovels, rakes 
and hoes and started to work. "It 
was pretty tough going for a while.
